in Perry County, on the right 
fork of Mason's Creek. The 
postoffice then was Viper. Ky., 
but was changed later to Far- 
ler. 

My parents were Elihu (Sam) 
and Millie McKinney Fields. 
They lived, at the time of my 
birth, in a one-room log cabin. 
I am the oldest of their nine 
children. Three brothers and 
two sisters are still living: Kel- 
ley Fields, of Keavy.

Wells, of Keavy; and Mrs. Mar- 
garette Adams, of Hyden.
